Persons in every walk of life and 
from every section of Adams coun­ 
ty paid tribute to Judge Samuel 
McCurdy Swope at funeral serv­ 
ices held at the Swope nome, Bal­ 
timore street, 
at ll o'clock 
this 
morning. Judge Swope died Thurs­ 
day# morning. 
The sermon 
was preached 
by 
the Rev. Edward H Jones, of State 
College, 
formerly 
pastor 
of the 
Gettysburg 
Presbyterian 
church. 
In his remarks, the minister lauded 
the Christian virtues, kindly char­ 
acter and unstinted philanthropies 
of the deceased. 
Prayer was offered by Dr. Milton 
H. Valentine, of Gettysburg col­ 
lege, of which Judge 8wope was a 
director for many years. 
Interment Private 
Interment was private in Ever­ 
green cemetery. 
Members of the Adams county 
bench and bar attended the serv­ 
ices in a body. Before going to the 
fiwope home, the Adams county bar 
association held a meeting at the 
court house, with J. L. Williams, 
president, presiding. 
Resolutions of respect, presented 
by a committee comprising S. 8. 
Neeiy, John D. Keith and Raymond 
P Topper, were adopted and Judge 
Donald P. McPherson, who succeed­ 
ed Judge Swope on the bench in 
1916, delivered a eulogy. 
In his address. Judge McPher­ 
son declared that Judge Swope "win 
be missed by more people of all 
walks of life than any other man 
of my acquaintance by reason of 
hts engaging personality, sociabil­ 
ity, kindliness and friendliness.” 
Ability As Orator 
Judge McPherson traced Judge 
Bwope's 
career 
from 
his 
birth, 
pointing specifically to his ability 
as an orator and public speaker 
“His qualifications and popularity 
achieved for Judge Swope his suc­ 
cess as a practitioner, district at­ 
torney and 
Judge,” the 
speaker 
said 
“He was industrious in his prac­ 
tice. strong before a jury. being en­ 
dowed with a deep emotional na­ 
ture which he was able to impart 
to others, and his record on the 
bench was excellent. Of the cases 
appealed from his decisions, be­ 
tween 75 and 80 per cent were af­ 
firmed by the higher courts. 
“Judge Swope was for many years 
the political leader of Adams county 
and one of his outstanding political 
speeches was given before a con­ 
vention in Harrisburg urging the 
nomination of Judge Sadler, of Car-

“Reports 
and information re­ 
ceived from dog law enforcement 
agents show that the so-called ‘po­ 
lice dog' when allowed to run at 
large is a serious menace to prop­ 
erty and citizens of the common­ 
wealth,” officials of the bureau of 
animal husbandry of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture said in a state­ 
ment issued 
alay. 
“Reports oi people being bitten 
by dogs show that tills type of dog 


I is responsible tor a relatively large 
number of instances and such cases 
seem to be increasing. 
“Investigation by bureau agents. 
of damages caused to livestock and 
poultry by dogs indicate that the 
uncontrolled police dog* is one of 
the worst orfenders. The damages 
caused to livestock and poultry by 
this type ot dog apparently are in­ 
creasing.

Professor Einstein, who was in a 
genial mood, likened the universe 
to a gigantic bubble 
steadily 
in ­ 
creasing in size but likely 
in 
the 
astronomically near future to cease 
expansion and enter a long period 
or shrinkage. 
After tracing the history of a long 
succession of 
theories 
about 
the 
universe, Einstein characterized the 
modern scientific approach to the 
problems of m atter and space as “a 
new kind of mysticism which ex­ 
presses itself in differential calculus 
instead of pictures.” 
For awhile, he said, the prevailing 
theory of the distribution of m atter 
in space was th a t space was prac­ 
tically empty except for the crowd­ 
ed Milky Way. 
L ater science had 
to adm it that 
far off 
and 
tiny 
nebular wisps really 
were systems 
just as big and 
crowded 
as 
the'; 
Milky 
Way.

New-tonian astronomy,

Benefit To Germany Means 
Change In World Affairs; 
Prosperous Times Forecast

Washington (AP)—Reduced to its 
direct cash effect on the pocket- 
books of American taxpayers, Presi­ 
dent Hoover’s proposal for a year’s 
debt and reparation holiday is but 
a drop in the American financial 
bucket. 
Measured by the indirect effect 
an economic or political collapse in 
Germany might have on individual 
Americans, the possibilities of the 
holiday are staggering. 
What Mr. Hoover has proposed to 
Europe is that the United States 
forego for a year annual payments 
from Prance, Italy, England, Bel­ 
gium and other former allied coun­ 
tries concerned, aggregating some­ 
thing like a quarter of a million 
dollars. 
In return those countries would 
forego for the same period equiva­ 
lent war reparations payments from 
Germany. 
The theory is that Germany, giv­ 
en that aid, can weather not only 
the economic crisis which makes 
her the greatest national victim of 
the world depression, but also the 
internal 
political 
chaos 
which 
threatens her 
middle-of-the-road 
republican government. 
See Start of World Up-Swlng 
If Germany can start up hill 
again economically, then world re­ 
covery of business and industry may 
be considered definitely begun, many 
officials feel. 
In the United States, acceptance 
of the president’s proposal and its 
ratification by congress would mean 
that about a quarter billion of dol­ 
lars in the revenues on which 
budgetary computations 
for 
the 
fircal year are now based would not 
be available during that year. 
Whether congress shall decide to 
make good that sum, as well as the 
home deficit now running close to 
the billion mark, by increasing taxes 
or in other ways, remains to be seen. 
The additional amount any indi­ 
vidual taxpayer would have to pay 
due to waiving debts 
payments, 
both principal and interest, for a 
year could be figured out only after 
revenue legislation was completed. 
Obviously, however, the increased 
sums an individual taxpayer would 
have to pay at the maximum to 
meet the debt waiver could be equal 
only to one-fourth of what he might 
be called upon to put up anyhow to 
meet the deficit as it now stands. 
It might not—probably would not 
—cost him more at this time. 
Funds Apply on National Debt 
Payments of war debts received 
by the treasury until now have been 
employed toward reduction of the 
national debt. 
The total received 
from that source has amounted only 
to approximately two and a half 
billions since 1919, although in that 
period the total 
reduction in the 
national debt has been more than 
nine billions 
Broadly speaking, debt payments 
have equaled less than a third of 
total national debt reductions. 
If debt payments are waived for 
a year, it will remain for congress 
and the treasury to determine policy 
as to national debt reductions. 
They also could be deferred for 
a year, in which event waiver of 
debt payments would have no im­ 


mediate direct effect on taxpayers. 
Indirect effects of the situation in 
Germany and the possible reper­ 
cussions on the economic situation 
at home are far more important, 
and not subject to any definite com­ 
putation. 
It has been pointed out, for In­ 
stance, that private loans made to 
German states and municipalities 
and to German industry and busi­ 
ness by foreigners represent some 
five billion dollars, of which pos­ 
sibly half came from this country. 
Those bonds or other securities 
now are held by American investors, 
having been marketed by the bank­ 
ing groups that carried through the 
transactions. 
The interest income from these 
securities plays its part in American 
purchasing power at home. 
Any 
political upheaval in Germany that 
upset those 
interest 
payments 
would have a direct effect on busi­ 
ness conditions in the United States. 
Would Destroy a Customer 
Similarly such developments in 
Germany would, for a time at least, 
destroy Germany’s power to buy in 
the 
American 
market. 
8he 
is 
chiefly a customer for American 
farm products and other raw ma­ 
terials. 
Added to the possobllities of a 
collapse of the German government 
would be the effect on American 
overseas trade, due to steps which 
might be taken by countries sur­ 
rounding Germany to meet the situ­ 
ation. 
What those might be. or how they 
might further limit or disorganize 
existing American 
overseas m ar­ 
kets. already at low ebb in consum­ 
ing power, is merely a matter of 
speculation. 
Added disruption of trade how­ 
ever would almost certainly, in the 
beginning at least, be reflected by 
more unemployment in this coun­ 
try 
Ail these factors and many more 
enter into the situation with which 
the Washington government is at­ 
tempting to deal through the pro­ 
posal for a debt and reparations 
holiday. 
Every congress and president from 
Wilson to Hoover has maintained 
that there is no connection what­ 
ever between the two, the United 
States not having demanded any 
reparation 
payments 
from Ger­ 
many either in money or colonies. 
Paced by the crisis in Germany 
which might even engulf the world 
again in war, however, 
President 
Hoover has been forced to accept 
the unavoidable economic relation­ 
ship of debts and reparations in a 
time of world depression because of 
the grace threat contained in the 
German crisis of further peril to 
American business at home.
